Unless owners of homes to the east 
and west of Central Park in the vicin- 
ity of Seventy-fifth street bestir them- 
selves, they will find themselves at 
the mercy of a syndicate composed of 
some of the best known men in Wall 
street, according to J. T. Cowan, of 
Dallas, Texas, who came to the city 
recently to recover a tract of 160 acres 
in this section which includes a con- 
siderable portion of Central Park as 
well, the New York Herald says. 

“At the solicitation of six prominent 
and wealthy men in the financial dis- 
trict I attended a conference which 
lasted several hours,” said Mr. Cowan. 

“As a result of this talk and after a 
careful examination of the documents 
in my possession these men offered to 
buy a controling interest in this 
estate for $150,000,000 cash. I did not 
accept the offer, although under the 
power of attorney I hold I have full 
autority to do so. I believe the inter- 
est which these men desire to obtain 
is worth considerable more and that 
they will raise their figures in the 
near future. 

“I have been at work on this mat- 
ter several years, and as soon as the 
men to whom my documents were 
submitted examined them they real- 
ized the value of my claim. I am the 
principal heir on my mother’s side of 
James J. Hartsfield, who on March 
12, 1795, leased 160 acres in this sec- 
tion of the city for 99 years. While I 
have been unable to obtain any facts 
from the city authorities since I ar- 
rived from Dallas with Rhodes Baker, 
my counsel, a week ago, I have made 
sufficient progress in other quarters 
to clinch my claim absolutely, as the 
city will find when I am prepared to 
press my suit for the portion of the 
estate occupied by Central Park. 

“Doubtless you have forgotten it, 
but your City Hall was destroyed by 
fire completely in the fifties and all 
the original maps and papers are said 
to have been burned, so that the 
papers I hold are probably the only 
records of the lease which the city 
made with James Hartsfield. I have 
received letters from many of the 
men who own homes on the tract 
which I expect to recover offering to 
settle with me now before the pro- 
ceedings advance further, in order to 
make sure thsy will not lose their 
homes, but I have told them, as I did 
the men who summoned me to the 
conference this afternoon, that I did 
not consider their offers sufficient.” 

Mr. Cowan declined to make known 
the names of the men who had offered 
to pay him $150,000,000 for a con- 
trolling interest in his claim.
